LOUISIANA'S CHAIN 
STORE TAX HELD TO 


BE CONSTITUTIONAL 


LEVY BASH) ON NUMBER OF 
STORES N ENTIRE NATION 
UPHELD FOUR TO THREE 


WASHINGTON, May 17. 


—(fP)—The 
supreme court 


held constitutional today a 
1934 Louisiana statute im- 
posing a graduated license 
tax on chain stores based 
on the number of units oper- 
ated throughout the nation 
and elsewhere. 


A ruling b'y a three-judge fed- 
eral district court at New Or- 
leans sustaining tho le'vy was af- 
firmed. Justice Roberts delivered 
the 4 to 3 decision. Justices Suth- 
erland, 
McRcynolds 
and Butler 
dissented. 
Justice 
Vandevanter 


and Stone did not participate in 
the decision. 


The Great Atlantic and Pacific 
Tea Company and 12 other cor- 
porations attached the law which 
levies taxes ranging from $10 to 
$650 per store. 
Because 
it had 
15,085 estab- 
lishments 
throughout the nation 
and in Canada, the A. and P. 
Company said it was taxed $550 
for each of its 106 stores in Louis- 
iana. It added that one of its 
competitors, H. G. Hill Stores, 
Inc., which operates 87 stores in 
New Orleans, has to pay only 
$30 per store. 
The A. and P. contended that 
if the act were upheld "the era 
of the national chain is over" and 
"It may perhaps also be said that 
the era of national 
corporations 
and of firms for Individuals doing 
business in more than one state 
is over." It asserted that sustain- 
ing the 
levy would "open 
the 
door to tho application of a sim- 
ilar theory to franchise,

DEAD SAN ANTONIO

JOHN L. CLEM JOINED UNION 


ARMY AT AGE OF TEN 


SAN ANTONIO, May 14.-<ff>— 
Chlckamauga's drummer boy and 
bearer of the famous sawed-off 
musket died here last night. 


The life span of John L. Clem, 
88-year-old retired major general, 
embraced an enlistment, in the 
union troops of Civil War days at 
the age of ten and retirement in 
World War days of 1916—a long 
military career possibly untouch- 
ed for thrills and color. 


Johnny Clem, an orphan lad, 
heard President Lincoln's call for 
volunteers with wide-eyed antici- 
pation. 


His tender age and cherubic 
appearance denied him enlistment 
but he found a way. The means 
was this: 


He stowed away in a baggage 
car bound for the Covlngton, Ky., 
mobilization camp where he at- 
tached himself to the 22nd Mich- 
igan infantry. 
Charmed, the sol- 
diers took the little tyke In as 
their own and gave him a drum, 
a misfit uniform and a sawed-off 
musket. 


Stories of his exploits soon be- 
came legion. He made his sawed- 
off musket a nearsome weapon 
and beat his drum viciously even 
as It was shot from his hands. 
The young soldier became sep- 
arated from his regiment 
after 
he had been at the front in the 
battle of Chlckamauga. Soon he 
fell In with a command that was 
practically 
surrounded 
by con- 
federates.

the workers. "We have never had 
to bargain against our men. And 
we don't expect to begin now." 
The statement adds that "our 
men.ought to consider whether It 
Is necessary to pay some outsider 
every month for the privilege of 
working at Ford's." It describes 
the outcome of recent automotive 
strikes as 
being "merely

numbers of men put their necks 
Into an Iron collar." 
The cards conclude with the 
statement that "a little group of 
those who control both capital 
and labor will sit down In New 
York and settle prices, dividends 
and wages."

And 
there are hundreds of thou- 
sands of Free State citizens 
living and working in the 
United Kingdom of whom 
the mother country could 
make aliens, depriving them 
of their British jobs. She's 
hardly likely to do that ex- 
cept under pressure of some 
crisis not now anticipated. 


It is about the least excit- 


ing 
declaration of inde- 


pendence in history.

As modern warfare 
is developing,

large forces seem wasteful 
extravagance. There is little 
face-to-face combat in war 
today. There are few heroic 
encounters between individ-

Lio ' Heart. The thing these 
days is to send expert air- 
bombers over noncombat- 
ant areas to destroy schools^ 
hospitals, churches and fine 
buildings and to kill women 
and children far from the 
theoretical battlefront. 


As the 
armies become 


more burdensome and use- 
less, war becomes more in- 
human and cruel, a race for 
extermination of the ene- 
my's whole people, not a 
test of strength and 
skill 


and certainly not a test oJ 
right and justice,

SOLAR WEATHER 


There have been terrific 


storms on the sun lately. 
And those storms, as usual, 
lave been reflected here on 
our earth, in electric dis- 
plays 
and 
in what 
our 


weather experts unpoetical- 
ly call "precipitation." 


The 
sun storms 
them- 


selves seem to be electric. 
They have been so fierce 
that they set up tremend- 
ous magnetic disturbances 
in our atmosphere, interfer- 
ing with radio 
and 
tele- 


graphy and with ships' com- 
passes, and resulting in bril- 
liant displays of Northern 
Lights. What one scientist 
calls "the mighty rivers of 
electricity flowing in circu- 
lar paths around the earth's 
magnetic poles" have been 
comparable to the swollen 
floods in our rivers. And in 
fact, the water floods are 
associated with the electric 
floods. 
Excessive 
solar 


storms are usually accom- 
panied by excessive 
rain- 


fall, and the sunspot and 
high-water 
cycle have a 


well-defined connection, 


It isn't only ' the 
rivers, 


either, that have been act- 
ing up. The Great Lakes 
levels have been rising rap- 
idly again, after one of the 
greatest low-level 
periods 


on record. 


All these phenomena seem 


to run in cycles averaging 
about 
11 and 
one-half 


years. With them belongs 
the "drouth cycle" that has 
been devastating our west- 
ern plains lately, though it 
seems to lag a little behind 
the eastern areas in rain- 
fall. 


The experts say there is a 


larger cycle of 23 years, 
and a super-cycle of 46 
years. 
According to this 


sort of analysis, the drouth 
cycle is now ending, and 
the next serious one will 
not begin until about 1975. 


If this is true, the regions 


apparently turning to des- 
erts may^ be restored again.
